VD no longer problem 
in China, say doctors

Two Chinese doctors told a 
■small McGIII audience yester- 
day that Infectious diseases and 
the health care of inhabitants of 
remote rural areas are principal 
concerns of Chinese medicine. 

Dr. LI and Dr. Wu; 
blophyslclsts at the Peking 
Medical College, visited McGIII 
as part of a Canada-wide tour 
arranged under the Norma 
Bethune Exchange Program. 
LI, the spokesman, stressed 
, Ihe Importance of using 
preventive medicine In com- 
batting infectious diseases. He 
said that since the revolution 
venereal disease and cholera 
have been nearly eliminated In 
--China. A serious medical 
problem still faced in 13 of 
China's 29'provlnces Is, he said, 
Schlstomiasls, a fatal disease 
caused by the parasitic fluke 
worm. Efforts are being made to 
exterminate the parasite by 
spraying the affected regions. 

LI - >also discussed the 
problems faced by the Chinese 
medical profession In reaching 
all the inhabitants of rural areas. 
He said that they are trying to 
reach these people by sending 
medical teams from the large 
urban hospitals , to rural 
communities for one month at a 
"timer • 

"Before the revolution," he 
. said, "most doctors concent- 
rated, their efforts at city 
ospltals to the detriment of 
rural dwellers." 

Li. explained that the practice 
of modern medicine in China is 
. a combination of the traditions 
of. the East and the West . To 
show how China's approach Is 
sometimes- different from that 
of the West, Li pointed out that 
bone fractures in China are 
treated with splints rather than 
plaster casts. Acute abdominal 
diseases can be cured without 
. surgery, he said. 



Li spoke of the mass 
movements which are spread- 
ing health education among the 
people. According to Li, these 
committees are often • non- 
medical civil organizations 
designed to exterminate files, 
mosquitoes and rodents as well 
as to Improve the quality of 
water supplies and to propa- 
gandize theories of family 
planning. 

Li said there are still many 
traditional doctors In China who 
have little or no knowledge of 
modern scientific techniques. 



He added that there are 
departments, In every hospital 
dedicated to . the practice of 
traditional medicine, but that 
the medical colleges are 
graduating more fully trained 
doctors today than ever before. 

Dr. LI said that since the 
revolution, the progress of 
medicine in China has advanced 
significantly"" He concluded, "I 
didn't mean,., to give, you the 
impression that everything in 
China is alright. We still have 
problems, but we are rapidly 
progressing." 
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Guelph governor accused of war aid 



GUELPH(CUP)-Amemberof 
the Board of Governors of 
Guelph University has .been 
accused of supplying bomb 
parts to the United States in 
their attempt to bomb North 
Vietnam Into submission. 

Philosophy . lecturer John 
McMurtry has called .for* the 
resignation of new board 
member, John Wood, because 
his role In supplying parts for 
the U.S. made him unfit to serve 
as a governor of a university. 

Wood's role in the American 
war came to light in January 
1972; when a letter appeared in 
The Ontarlan, the campus 
newspaper at the university. 

The letter was from an 
ex-employee of Wood's firm, 
W.C. Wood and Co., who had 
quit the. firm when he 
discovered that he was not 
making refrigerator parts as he 
had been told, but shell casings 
for export to the U.S. 

McMurtry learned of Wood's 
appointment In August 1974', 



and wrote to the university 
president, W.C. Wlnegard, 
calling for Action at the 
September board meeting. 

The letter referred to a section 
of the Nuremberg Principles 
which defines anyone who 
takes part In the. preparation or 
waging of a war of aggression or 
a war in violation of inter- 
national treaties, agreements or 
assurances as being à criminal 
under International law. 

"There Is," according 'to 
McMurtry's letter, "obviously a 
plausible case for his qualifi- 
cation as an international 
criminal." 

The letter continues: "That a 
possible international criminal 
Is appointed- from among 
thousands of debent candidates 
for the position of governor of 
the University seems a matter ot 
deepest moral concern to' 
members of this University. 
- "That, furthermore, an Insti- 
tution which Is dedicated to' 
resolution of conflict by 



reasoned discussion rather than 
the machinery of violence, to 
the disinterested pursuit of 
knowledge In peace rather than 
the self-interested pursuit of 
profits from war, and to human 
betterment rather than human 
destruction — that such an 
.institution should appoint as 






one of Its governors someone 
who has Indicated opposite 
disposition In these matters is 
grotesquely self-contradict- 
ory." 

The letter called the appoint- 
ment of Wood "a needless and 
grave violation of this Uni- 
versity's basic Integrity, moral 
and Intellectual." 

McMurtry wrote Wlnegard 
asking that the matter be taken 
before the " board ■ and that 
"unless some discontinuing 
evidence comes to life, or 
resolving action Is taken by the 
Board of Governors," at their 
September meeting, McMurtry 
would "make the issue public."- 

He met with reporters after 
learning that the matter had not 
been discussed by the Board. 

University President Wlne- 
gard when asked for a comment 
on the situation flatly refused to 
comment. • 

John Wood has been In' 
Detroit on business and was 
unavailable for comment.

■ -The first day 'of the 25th 
McGIII Blood Drive ended with 
345 pints donated toward the 
4500-plnt goal. Commenting on 
the low initial turnout co-chair- 
man Martin Webber said, 
"People are wandering arbund 
still unaware- that the Blôod 
Drive has begun". 

Nevertheless, the Blood Drive 
staff expects a higher turnout 
than last year. Norman Posch, 
co-chairman, said that few 
people- donated last year 
because of the McGIII mainten- 
ance workers' strike which 
coincided with the drive.

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MUNASA open to criticism

The article entitled 
"MUNASA: A Study in Futility" 
which appeared In the Daily on 
October 15, 1974 could not have 
been written as the caption 
preceding the article tells us, 
by "an active but disillusioned 
member of the McGill University 
Non-Academic Staff Associa- 
tion"'. At the onset I would like 
to apologize, if to some my tone 
in answering the allegations of 
the article seem offensive. It Is 
just that I get upset when 
statements attributed to me are 
■distorted, or when things that I 
believe in, such as MUNASA, 
are not the subject of criticism 
but of slander. Obviously, the 
author realized that there was 
vary little truth in the article, 
otherwise why would she 
choose to remain anonymous. 

For the author -to feel that 
criticisms cannot be raised 
within the MUNASA structure Is ; 
proof positive that the author 
could not have been as active as, 
she would have us believe.' 
Council members and executive 
officers are known to all' 
MUNASA members via the 
MUNASA office. Therefore, 
fundamental and legitimate 
criticisms are only a phone call 
away. If the author had wanted 
to address the Clerical Council 
or .the Executive Committee, 
this also would have been 
accomplished through the 
MUNASA office. If the author 
felt that her. own council 
representative or an executive 



officer was not doing a, good 
job, she could even 'have 
envoked the Removal From 
Office article of the associa- 
tion's by-laws. The associa- 
tion's newsletter has repeatedly 
requested from Its readers 
comments both good and bad. 
If she disagreed with the 
association's newsletter, which 
she claims Is not living up to its 
purpose, they why wasn't she 
active enough to join its staff 
which iscontlnously looking for. 
new writers and contributors? 

The forming of the associa- 
tion was not, as the article 
suggests, a right granted to us. 
As any one of the nine founding 
members will tell you and as 
minutes of the founding 
meeting will verify, the 
association came into being 
prior to any approach by the 
administration. We did not have 
to be granted a right to be 
"formed— we formed ourselves; 

The author questions the 
viability of non-academic parti- 
cipation in the discussions of 
the university. She takes great 
care to remind us that we are 
employees. Who other than 
students are not employees of 
the university? If Jhe author, 
thinks that as an employee she 
is incapable of decision-making 
or if she wishes to remain 
servant to decisions made 
without any Input to ■ these 
decisions, then that's her 
problem. Personally I think .that 
non-academics are capable and 
would be wise to be Involved in 



the decisions made at our 
university, j 

The MUNASA Grievance 
Procedure was never, as the 
article would have us believe, a 
subject for approval by the 
Industrial Relations Centre. The 
centre acted only-ln a consulting 
capacity and that was because 
they have in their files grievance 
procedures from many unions. 
Going to them for consultation 
therefore makes more sense 
than going, as the author 
suggests we do, to, one of the 
local unions. For the author to 
suggest that approval should 
come from a local union is as 
ridiculous as obtaining approval- 
from the I.R.C. The procedure 
presently, put forth to the 
administration is the procedure 
approved by the MUNASA 
executive and councils. They 
are presently negotiating with 
the admlnlstratloff over this, 
procedure, just as any other 
union does when signing a 
contractual obligation with an 
employer. I purposely used the 
word negotiating here because 
the author further informs us 
that MUNASA has denied itself 
bargaining rights. The dif- 
ference between negotiating 
and bargaining In this context I 
must confess escapes me. By 
the way, the author neglected to 
mention the fact that MUNASA 
procedure Is as good as any 
around. 

The following quote from the 
article I find particularly 
offensive. '.'Mr. Budden said 
some library assistants have 



been won over from CUPE to 
MUNASA, leaving no doubt 
about his antl-unlon feelings.". 
Given that I made such a 
-statement, I fail to see how the 
author arrives at the conclusion 
she does. I suppose if I said that 
the day went from sun to rain 
she would copclude that I am 
against weather. 

In actual fact, I am all for 
organized labour which is why I 
was involved in the formation of 
MUNASA. It Is because I believe 
in organized labour that I am 
against what many unions have 
now become. In the same 
manner and for much the same 
reasons, I am also against what 
many corporations have be- 
come. 

Aside from insulting the 
Intelligence of the many 
clericals who are trying to make 
MUNASA work, articles such as 
the one in the Daily are 
regrettableforanotherlmportant 
reason. Legitimate criticism 
can and .will make MUNASA 
stronger. Slander doesn't help 
anybody. . • 

Space 'does not permit my 
rebutting all the "conclusions" 
contained In the article. There 
may be Included some certain 
areas which' the author feels 
that I purposely missed and/ or 
skipped over. Because of this 
possibility, and since legitimate 
criticism can only help 
MUNASA to do its job better, I 
would welcome the opportunity 
to discuss with the author in 
public forum our differing
